WEEK ENDING joth JUNE, 1887. 


GENERAL REMARKS.—Good rain has fallen generally throughout the country during the week 
under report. The falls were lightest in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and the Punjab, 


Kharif sowings are progressing favourably in Bombay, Berar, and the Central Provinces. In 
Sind great anxiety is reported to be felt for sAarsf cultivation, owing to the inundation cf the Indus 
heing much below average. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and the Punjab move rain 
is wanted for the ¢harzf ploughings. 7 : 

Agricultural prospects continue satisfactory in Madras, Mysore and Coorg, 


In Bengal the early rice promises well, and the aman rice is being transplanted. One variety 
of the rice crop is also being transplanted in Assam, and the reaping of three other varicties still 
continues. Jn Burma sowings have begun, and in Bombay they are progressing. 

Except in Rajshahye and Bhagulpore, indigo is doing well in Bengal, and the crop is in good 
condition in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 

Cotton sowings have commeaqced in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. 

Tea promises well in Assam. 

Cholera is increasing in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and in three districts of 
the Bombay Presid ney; the mortality from the disease is still high. Elsewhere the public health | 
is generally satisfactory. | 

Prices are rising in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and in four districts of the Punjab, 
and show an upward tendency in a few districts of the Central Provinces, Ilsewhere they are on 
the whole steady.

Weather Review of India for the week ending the 29th June, 1887. 


During the past week there has occurred a very general break in the. rains 
throughout almost the whole of India. At the close of last week the Bombay 
current was blowing very feebly on the West Coast, and this feebleness has 
distinguished it during the whole of the period under discussion. The Bengal 
current was fairly strong on the last date of the previous Summary, but with the 
commencement of the present week it became much weaker, and so continued 
until the close of the period. | , 


-- On the 23rd westerly winds with velocities varying from ro to 20 miles an 
hour were blowing on the West Coast. The weather was fairly fine, and the only 
rainfall was a few light showers in Malabar, Mysore, and the Central Provinces. 
On the 24th the winds were even weaker than on the previous day, and’the 
principal rainfall in Central, Western, and Southern India was local and irregular. 
Some heavy local showers fell in Southern India, and moderate but fairly general 
rain in the Central Provinces. The 25th showed a slight increase in the force 
of the monsoon winds, and a corresponding increase in the rainfall of Malabar, 
Madras, and the Central, Provinces. A few local showers also fell in Bombay, 
Central India, ahd Rajputana. On the 26th the Bombay current appeared to be 
slowly strengthening, and a further increase in the amount and extent of the 
rains was reported, but both the force of the winds and the amount of the 
rainfall remained below the normal. The 27th showed no change, and the only 
sign of improvement on the 28th was a considerable increase in the force of the 
winds at Colombo and Galle. On the 29th this increase was repeated, and the 
winds on the Ceylon Coast were blowing with unusual strength. This rise in 
the force of the wind extended in a modified degree to the west of India, but 
not sufficiently so to raise the wind to the normal strength of the month. This 
deficiency in the strength and rain-bearing properties of this branch of the 
monsoon current does not seem to be confined to the Indian Coasts, as from 
the reports of the mail boat which reached Bombay on the 26th quiet fine 
weather and only moderate winds prevailed for the whole distance between 
Arabia and India. | 


The velocity of the Bengal current was decreasing rapidly on the 24rd, 
and the rainfall, which had previously been fairly general, was rapidly becoming 
irregular and partial. The largest amounts fellin Burmah and the west of the 
North-Western Provinces. Steady and moderately strong monsoon winds 
prevailed at the head of the Bay on the 24th, but they did not extend to any 
distance inland, and light variable airs and calms prevailed in Upper India. The 
rainfall over Burmah, Bengal, and Assam was light and sporadic. The ‘2sth 
showed much weaker winds at the head of the Bay and no change in the condi- 

tions prevailing over Bengal, Assam, and the North-Western Provinces. On the 
26th there was no change, except that the rainfall in Bengal was even lighter 
‘than on the preceding day. During the 27th, 28th, and 29th conditions remained 
unchanged, the’break in the rains being only interrupted by occasional,. slight,

More rain is however wanted 
to facilitate operations in parts of Bombay, the Punjab, Rajputana, and Central India. 


In Madras, Mysore and Coorg the standing crops are in good condition. 


The aman rice is being sown in Bengal, where in some districts seedlings are being trans- 

lanted. The sdz/ rice is also being transplanted in Assam, where three varieties are being reaped. 

Fi Bombay and the Central Provinces rice sowings are doing well. Ploughing and sowing for 
the rice crop in Burma are progressing. 


Sugarcane is doing well in Bengal, Assam, and the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 


Cotton sowing has commenced in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and has been 
com pleted in Berar. | 


Cholera is still very prevalent in Bombay, and is reported from-most districts in the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh. Elsewhere the public health is generally good. 
Cattle-disease exists chiefly in the Bombay Presidency, 


Prices continue to rise in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and in four districts of the 
Punjab. Elgewhere they are fairly steady.

Weather Summary for Fune 1887. 


During the past month the weather over India has been somewhat change- 
able. At times both branches of the monsoon current have blown with normal 
strength, and have occasioned heavy rains over a considerable part of India; at 
others both currents have been feeble, and the accompanying rainfall. partial 
and intermittent. 

The Bombay monsoon current broke on the West Coast quite at the com- 
mencement of the month. It set in somewhat feebly on the Malabar Coast on 
the 3rd; by the 4th it had extended as far north as Karwar; by the 5th to Bom- 
bay ; and by the 7th it had penetrated inland over a large part of the Central 
Provinces. During the whole of this period very ut nsettled weather had prevailed 
over the Arabian Sea, where a cyclonic storm had apparently been formed. 
This storm disturbed the normal distribution of pressure, and as a consequence 
the barometric gradient along the West Coast of India was less steep and less 
regular than usual, hence the monsoon current in that region was feebler and 
less steady than the norm: al, though under the influence of the depression 
the rainfall was exceptionally heavy. On the 8th the rainfall at the Coast 
stations fell off somewhat, and by the oth the storm ever the Arabiin Sea had 
disappeared. With its. dispersion the wind direction became normal, and strony 
south-west to west-south-west winds set in across the West Coast, and continued 
until the 16th. They brought heavy rain to the Coast districts, the x erage daily 
fall at Goa, Ratnagiri, and Karwar for the period gth to 15th, Junc being about -¢4 
inches, and much cloud and ‘vapour, though only moderate rain, to the Deecan, 
Central Provinces, and Céntral India. On the 17th the Bombay current was 
evidently becoming feebler ; and from that date until almost the close of the 
month an unusually weak monsoon. was blowing across the Coast. As a 
consequence, the rainfall decreased quickly ;. and from the 2o0tn to, the 29th the 
weather was fairly fine in Western India, and a well-marked break in the rains 
obtained. In the Central Provinces, tHe Berars, and Khandesh this break 
was icss marked than on the West Coast, the weather continuing showery ; but 
in the Bombay Deccan the weather was abnormally fair. - 


The information with regard to the unsettled weather which prev vailed off the 
Bombay Coast during the first week of the month is, at prosent, incomplete; but 
the logs of ships which were traversing the Arabian Sea at this time showed 
that— |

On the iith the rate of movement of the storm seems to have slackened 
considerably. The centre apparently passed over the A/éany at noon on the 
11th in latitude .19°4° and longitude 60°25", when’ the barometer marked about 
28°75 inches. For about 45 minutes after noon a dead calm prevailed over 

the ship, during which numerous birds, hawks, &c., flew about the rigging. . At 
the oat of that time the wind, which had previously been north, burst out with 
hurricane force from south. The Assam in latitude i723, longitude 62°10, 
and the Visam, hove to in about latitude 15°30’ and longitude 58°54’ ; both had 
hard south-west gales. 


On the Beng zal sidé strong monsoon winds blew [rom the ist to the 3rd of 
June, and heavy ‘falls of rain, ranging from 5 to 15 inches, occurred over ee 
and Bengal.

The mean pressure of the month on the whole exceeded the normal aver- 
age, the principal exceptions being the hill stations of the North-West Himalaya, 
the West Coast (except Bombay, Cochin, and Mangalore), Guzerat, Sind, ane 
the Circars, in all of which districts pressure was deficient. 


Temperature was below the mean, except at some stations in the e North- 
Western Provinces, the Punjab, and Sind, where the average was exceeded. 
The defect was greatest and most general in Western, Central, and Southern 


India, amounting to over 5° at Cochin and Neemuch, and to over 4° at Seoni 
and Hyderabad (Sind). 


The month’s rainfall has been generally fair. In the Punjab, the Narth- 
Western Provinces, Rajputana, Sind, Guzerat, Bengal and the Circars, Burma 
and the Deccan, the amount has been ‘short ; but in the majority of cases the 
deficiency is not large. It is mostly attributable to the weakness of the Bengal 
current, and to the fact that the monsoon storms, which have been formed 
over the Bay, have been less numerous and less lasting than is the case in years 
of normal conditions, and that they have not penetrated into Upper India. 
The Bombay and Malabar Coasts and the districts fed by the Bombay current 
have generally had excessive rain; and this 1s also the case in Mysore and the 
Carnatic.

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‘Weather Review of India for the week ending the 6th July, 1887. 








Meteorological conditions during the past week have been fairly quiet over 
the greater part of India—that is to say, no cyclonic disturbance of any magnitude 
has appeared over the Bay or on the West Coast; but monsoon weather has 
prevailed throughout almost the whole country, and rain has been more or less 
general and in places heavy. | 


On the West Coast the monsoon current on the 30th June was feeble and 
irregular, a north-easterly breeze being reported from Bombay; but by the next 
morning, though still unusually weak, the current had resumed its normal 
westerly direction. During these two days the rainfall due to this branch of 
the monsoon was very limited and partial; and though showers occurred in all 
Provinces, the general amount was small. On the 2nd very strong winds were 
blowing across the Sind Coast, and there had been a slight. increase also in the 
force of the winds down the West Coast of the Peninsula. Probably in 
consequence of this, rain fell in larger amounts at the West Coast stations and 
at some placés in the Central Provinces. On the following day a further 
increase in the current was observable, accompanied by a rapid rise of humidity 
in the Central Provinces, and general and rather heavy rain over Western: and 
Central India. On the 4th steady westerly winds were blowing across the 
West Coast, where, as well as over the Central parts of the country, there had 
occurred a further increase of humidity and general rain. Onthe sth and 6th 
the winds had reached their normal strength, blowing strongly along the whole 
line of Coast from Mangalore to Kurrachee. Moderate to heavy rain was 
falling on the Malabar amd Bombay Coasts, and showers in the more Central 
parts of the country. | 


The Bay of Bengal branch of the monsoon has been more or less feeble 
and irregular throughout the week. On the joth June the wind direc- 
tions round the Bay were very irregular, and the weather over the centre 
unsettled and squally. On the rst, and, and 3rd of July southerly to 
easterly winds prevailed over Bengal, Behar, and the North-Western Prov- 
inces. They were generally feeble and unsteady, but were damp, and brought 
fairly general showers to those regions. On the 4th the wind had shifted to east- 
north-east on the Bengal and Orissa Coasts, while the southerly wind at Diamond 
Island had risen. These changes were indicative of the formation of a cyclonic 
storm at the head of the Bay, and conditions were, therefore, apparently becoming 
favourable to a rush of monsoon winds up the Gangetic plain; but the storm

2. The decrease on the East Indian Railway appears to be due to the 
absence of any accidents under “Collisions between goods trains, or parts of 
goods trains” and “ Trains running over obstructions on the line,” while in the 
correspondiny period of 1885 there were g accidents under these heads. 


3. On the Rajputana-Malwa Railway the decrease chiefly took place under 
‘Collisions between goods trains or parts of goods trains,” “ Trains running 
over cattle on the line,” and ‘* Failure of machinery, springs, &c., of engines,” 
the numbers of accidents recorded under these heads being 1, 27, and nil, against 
4, 41, and 7, respectively. 


4. On the North-Western Railway the numbers of accidents from ‘‘ Goods 
trains or parts of goods trains, engines, &c., leaving the rails,’ and ‘ Fire in 
trains” decreased from 14 to 8 and 31 to 10 respectively, and that of “ Failures 
of machinery, springs, &c., of engines”’ increased from 18 to 25. 


5. On the Eastern Bengal Railway the decrease has been mainly due to the 
numbers of accidents under “ Passenger trains or parts of passenger trains, 
leaving the rails,” “ Trains running over cattle on the line,” and “ Failure of coup- 
lings,” being nil, 20, and mz/ against 6, 31, and 7, respectively. Under “ Failure 
of machinery, springs, &c., of ‘engines ’ ’ the number of cases increased from 
6 to 12. 


6. The increase on the Northern Bengal State Railway chiefly occurred 
under ‘‘ Goods trains or parts of goods trains, engines, &c,, leaving the rails ” 
and “ Failure of machinery, springs, &c., of engines.’

Weather Review of India for the week ending the 13th July, 1887. 


soaeiaaied 


During the past week (July 7th to 13th) both branches of the monsoom 
have been somewhat stronger, and brought up more rain than during the: 
preceding seven days; but owing to unfavourable pressure conditions in Upper 
India, neither branch has extended properly into the Punjab, and the rainfall of 
that Province, though good in some districts, has been generally deficient, more 
especially in the Peshawar, Rawalpindi, and Derajat Divisions. 


On the 7th very strong and steady westerly winds prevailed along the 
whole line of the West Coast, and extended inland over the Deccan and Central. 
India. General rain in consequence prevailed over the Western and Central parts: 
of India. On the following morning a further increase of force along the West. 
Coast was registered, and at several places in Western India the wind was 50. 
per cent. stronger than usual eta As a consequence, the rains depending on 
this current were not only generally heavier, but were more extensive than 
on the previous day. On the gth conditions in the West were practically 
unchanged. On the roth, though there was no change on the West Coast, the 
effect of the strong winds which had blown so continuously from the Arabian 
Sea during the previous three days was very marked over Central India, the 
Central Provinces, the Deccan, and Rajputana, where a steady monsoon current 
was giving general rain—in some places heavy. These conditions continued on. 
the 11th, by which time the monsoon had penetrated as far as Meerut, Roorkee, 
and Umballa. On the rath there occurred a slight contraction in the extent of. 
the current, the Punjab being practically rainless. In other respects there was. 
little alteration, large amounts of rain being registered over the Central parts of 
the country, especially so at Nowgong. On the 13th the monsoon again 
advanced north-westward. Heavy rain was reported from Rajputana and 
the south-east of the Punjab, and small amounts from Rawalpindi and 
Jullundur. 


The Bay of Bengal current on the 7th was unusually feeble. Nevertheless, 
the rainfall due to it was fairly plentiful. General rain fell all the way up the. 
Gangetic plain, and heavy showers in some places. On the 8th there was an. 
increase in the force of the wind at the head of the Bay; but this increase did not 
extend far inland, so that in Upper India the winds were weak and unsteady. 
Most of the rainfall appeared to be directed towards Burmah and East Bengal, 
so that the rainfall of the Gangetic ae was light and unimportant. On the 
morning of the 9th conditions were similar ta those on the 8th ; but the increased 
strength of the wind had apparently carried the monsoon current further up the 
Gangetic Valley, and moderately heavy falls of rain had occurred in West Bengal, 
Chutia Nagpur, and Behar. At Mussoorie 11¢ inches of rain had fallen during 
a thunderstorm. On the toth a very rapid fall of the barometer was: reported 
from West Bengal and Chutia Nagpur, and a well-marked depression had been 
formed over that region. ‘This depression had occasioned a strong indraught of 
air from the Bay; and consequently strong monsoon winds were blowing across 
the Bengal Coasts. These winds gave the large amount of 7°27 inches of rain 
to Calcutta, and more or less rain over the whole Gangetic plain, more particularly. 
over and near the hills. By the 11th the depression had reached the eastern 
districts of the North-Western Provinces, and was occasioning heavy rain over 
those Provinces and the south-east of the Punjab. The rath showed that the 
depression mentioned on the toth and 11th had advanced as far west as Jhansi, 
and that a new depression was forming over East Bengal. The latter depression 
had advanced as far as Jessore by the morning of the 1 2th, and, like its predecessor, 
was moving steadily westward. Along the pathof these depressions the rainfall 

has been steadily heavy; with strong winds and squalls. | Gat a ns 


The upper part of the Punjab has; so far, been outside the range .of the 
monsoon currents; and though the air-has been moist, and the weather.close 
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and oppressive, the amount of rain has been very slight, and the seasonal fall 
Shows a serious deficiency. At Peshawar there has not been a drop of rain 
since the commencement of the monsoon season.

RESOLUTION. 


The subject of discussion in the papers cited in the preamble is the 
preparation and printing of Annual Departmental Reports submitted to the Govern- 
ment of India in the Home Department. In a Ictter No. 3925., dated the 22nd 
June 1885, the Government of the Punjab solicited a reconsideration of the 
whole question of the preparation and treatment of Annual Reports, so far as 
that Province was concerned. The alterations suggested by Sir Charles 
Aitchison and the views provisionally held by the Government of India on the 
question are summarized in Home Department Resolution of the 12th August 
1885. But as the subject was not one of mercly local importance, the Governor 
General in Council desired, before coming to a final decision, to have a full 
expression of the opinions of Local Governments and Administrations upon the 
proposals of the Punjab Government, so far as they affected the reports which 
are submitted to the Home Department. The replies from Local Governments 
and Administrations, read in the preamble, contain their opinions on the matter. 

2. The proposals of the Punjab Government were made with the double 
object (1) of removing the burden thrown upon District Officers, Heads of Depart- 
ments, and Secretariat Establishments in connection with the preparation and 
reviewing of Annual Reports; and (2) of reducing the cost of printing the reports. 
These proposals. have not been accepted in full by any Local Government or Ad- 
ministration, except by the Chief Commissioner of Burma; and Mr. Crosthwatte, 
the present Chief Commissioner of that Province, holds, as his reply from the 
Central Provinces shows, different views from those held by Sir Charles Bernard. 
The Governments of Madras, Bombay, and Bengal have, to some extent, accepted 
the proposals in question; and the Chief Commissioner of Coorg has expressed 
his opinion generally in favour of having statistical tables, accompanied by notes, 
for two years, and in the third year a set of comprehensive departmental reports. 
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8. The most adverse criticism of the proposals made by the Punjab Govern-’ 
ment proceeds from the Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 
from the Administrations of the Central Provinces and of Assam, and from the 
Resident at Hyderabad. The Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces 
and Chicf Commissioner of Oudh is of opinion that the presentation of evidence 
of departmental efficiency and the collection, in a convenient form, of informa- 
tion useful for administrative and other purposes cannot be secured under a system 
of triennial reporting, with intermediate statistical tables and brief explanatory 
notes. He considers that, as was suggested in paragraph 7 of Home Department 
Resolution, of 12th August 1885, the brief notes would probably be of little 
practical value, while the triennial report would necessarily be prolix and involve 
much labour in its preparation. The latter, moreover, would be four years old 
before the orders of Government could be passed or any subsequent action 
taken upon it. Sir A. Lyall observes that the labour of scrutinizing statistics 
is little augmented by that of writing a report on them, and that a careful 
scrutiny and comparison of past and present returns is a necessafy part of the 
duty of the Heads of Departments in administrating. But, while opposed to the 
general adoption of the proposals of the Punjab Government, Sir A. Lyall would 
meet them to some extent by doing away with reports on certain subjects, 
and by substituting for them statistical tables, accompanied every year by a brief 
commentary in the form of notes, such as is now supplied by the local High 
Courts of Judicature in reviewing the Criminal and Civil Justice Returns. 


4. Mr. Crosthwaite, at the time Chief Commissioner of the Central Prov- 
inces, concurs in the views of the Government of the North-Western Provinces 
and Oudh in regard to the small amount of labour required to write a report, 
when once the relevant statistics have been systematically studied. He 
remarks that the system of writing reports is useful, inasmuch as it ensures 
that statistics have been scrutinized, and that it enables the Government 
to sce how much care and intelligence have been devoted to this scrutiny. 
Reports moreover, in Mr. Crosthwaite’s opinion, enable administrative officers 
to periodically survey the whole of their work and to judge of the effects of it, while 
they assist Government in seeing how far the recognized principles of admuinistra- 
tion have been applied, and how far errors require to be corrected. If for annual 
reports triennial reports were substituted, there is, he thinks, likely to be the dis- 
advantage that the officer who had done the work would not ordinarily write the 
report, or, if he did, that his recollection of the facts regarding which he was 
writing would have grown dim with time. Under such a system, too, errors of 
administration could not be corrected at once. Mr. Crosthwaite admits that 
reports and reviews are often unnecessarily prolix and should be curtailed, 
and he suggests that the extended distribution of reports, which at present prevails, 
‘1s unnecessary and expensive. He also deprecates the style of review, which 
mercly repeats, in other and perhaps fewer words, what is stated in the report. 


The Officiating Chief Commissioner of. Assam considers that the proposals 
of the Punjab Government are unsuitable to that Province, and would lead to 
serious practical inconvenience. Mr. Ward is of opinion that the value of 
reports to departmental officers would be. lost by triennial reports, while the 
labour of compiling the latter would be very great, particularly to officers who had 
held their charges only for a small portion of the three years. : 


The Resident at Hyderabad doubts if the proposed reform would have 
an useful effect, and argues that the review of the year’s transactions by the Head 
of the Government a ae an incentive to ore Praise or blamé, in the 
Resident's opinion, loses its effect, if it relates to atime long passed away.

a 5. The opinions briefly summarized above confirm: the view taken by. the 
Government of India in the Home Department, as expressed in the Resalution 
of the 12th August 1885, that it was not possible to go as. far as was. proposed 

_ by. the Punjab Government in the direction of curtailing the preparation 
and ‘submission of annual, reports. . After .giving the subject full consideration | 
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the Government of India agrees..in the main with the remarks made by the 
Government of the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and the present 
Chief Commissioner of Burma regarding the usefulness of annual reports | 
as a means of testing departmental efficiency and the judgment and energy of 
officers, and also of checking and correcting administrative mistakes. Applying 
this principle, the Governor-General in Council is of opinion that annual reports 
must be maintained in the two following cases: : | 
(¢) Where the reports deal with the application of administrative prin- 
ciples still open to modification, or the concrete working of which 
has to be watched. | | | 
(6) Where the reports contain statistics which, for administrative 
purposes, must be compiled and examined annually. | 
These two heads comprise so many of the reports now falling under the 
cognizance of the Home Department, that the conclusion to which His 
Excellency in Council has come is that, beyond insisting on brevity and methodical 
arrangement in the reports themselves, and on curtailment of reviews of them, 
it is impossible to afford much relief to Local Governments in the direction con- 
templated by this enquiry. The Government of India therefore desires that the 
Reports dealt within the Home Department should, from 1887 onwards, be treated 
in the following manner : | 
(i) To be submitted annually as heretofore : 
Report on General Administration. 
Report on Municipal Administration. 
Report on Local Boards’ Administration. 
Report on Education. 
Report on Sanitation. 
Report on Civil and Criminal Justice. 
Report on Jail Administration. 
Report on Police Administration. 
Report on Lunatic Asylums. 


(ii) To be submitted in full every third year, statistical returns and brief 
commentaries in the shape of notes being submitted in the intermediate 
years : 


Report on Registration. 

Report on Dispensarics. 

Report on Lock Hospitals. 

Report on Vaccination. 

Report on Destruction of Wild Beasts and Snakes. 


The notes to be submitted with the statistical returns in the years intermediate 
between the submission of the reports should give a clear, though brief, indication 


of the supervising or controlling officer’s opinion as to the significance of the 
‘Statistics. 


6. The following special Reports should continue to be submitted as before : 
Chemical Examiner’s Report. 
Report on Calcutta Medical Institutions. 
Report of the Port Health Officer, Calcutta. 
Report of the Commissi. ners of the Town of Calcutta.

.- The Government of India leaves to Local Governments‘who submit Reports 
on Legal Affairs and Criminal Tribes discretion to determine whether these 
réports shall be annually prepared as at present, or prepared every third year, with 
brief notes in the intermediate years. _ ae a re ; 
at ‘a ‘The ‘Governor-General in Council would desire to express his earnest 
hope. that Local. Governments and Administrations will insist on curtailment 

a pC : ts to the utmost extent. which iS consistent with a. proper examination 
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of the facts and figures presented in them, A reduction in the size of the 
reports on Jails, Police, Education, and Sanitation is especially necessary. In

most Provinces these reports have become far:too discursive. 


Compression of reviews is not less called for than curtailment of reports : 
a review should contain only what is necessary to communicate the judgment 
of the reviewing authority regarding the sahent features of the report. The Gov- 
ernor-General in Council attaches no value to reviews which merely repeat in 
abridged form what is set forth in the report reviewed. a 


8. While thus recognizing the necd which exists for compression. in 
the reports and reviews which reach the Government of India, His Excellency 
in Council is no Tess desirous that the same principles should be carefully 
followed as regards reports received by Local Governments and Admiunistra- 
tions, but not torwarded to the Government of India. He fears that the 
time of administrative and executive officers 1s unnecessarily occupied as much 
by the preparation of reports and returns submitted for the information of the 
focal authorities as by the preparation of those which reach the Government of 
India. He has therefore observed with satisfaction that the Government of 
Bengal has recently, in connexion with the Report of the Salaries Commission, 
directed its attention to this aspect of the case; and he trusts that all other 
Local Governments and Administrations will exercise a vigorous discretion not 
only in reducing the bulk of the reports and returns which are retained, but also 
in abolishing those that are not really required.

The agricultural outlook in Madras, Mysore and Coorg continues favourable.
